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World Series Quake 
5: The worst temblor since 


the Great Earthquake of 

1906 struck San Francisco 
as fans andtelevision viewers around 
the world prepared to watch the open- 
ing of a World Series baseball game 
between San Francisco and 
Oakland. It was believed that hun- 
dreds of motorists were killed when 
a 2,200-yard-long slab of double- 
decked freeway collapsed in Oakland 
during the massive quake. At least 
20 other people perished incollapsed 
homes and other buildings, orin fires 
that were sparked by gas leaks. 
Some of the worst structural dam- 
age was near the quake's epicenter 
in the cities of Los Gatos and Santa 
Cruz where large portions of the 
downtown areas were destroyed. 
Traffic in the Bay Area will be dis- 
rupted for weeks until damaged 
sections of roadways and the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge are 
repaired. 

A series of six powerful earth- 
quakes rocked northern China’s 
Shanxi province, about 160 miles 
westof Beijing early Thursday, killing 
atleast 18 people. The quakes were 
felt on the outskirts of Beijing where 
mild tremors caused residents to 
rush out of their homes. 


Tropical Storms 


Typhoon Dan claimed 34 

lives and injured 466 

people, as well as inflicting 
heavy property damageto Vietnam’s 
Nghe Tinh province. The storm 
spawned a violent tornado that killed 
seven people as it ripped through 
the delta province of Thai Binh, 60 
miles southeast of Hanoi. 

The strongest typhoon to strike 
the Philippines in two years carveda 
path of death and destruction on 
Thursday across anation still reeling 
from two major storms that killed 
168 people earlier this month. Su- 
per-typhoon Elsie swept into palm- 
covered Aurora province, 140 miles 
northeast of Manila, at midday with 
peak winds of 128 miles per hour. 


For the week ending 
“| October 20, 1989 


Metro Manila was under a typhoon 
alert, and police evacuated hundreds 
of slums built on reclaimed land in 
Manila Bay. 

Two men and achild were found 
drowned in Galveston, Tex., after 
hurricane Jerry swept across the 
island city causing widespread 
damage. The storm’s winds were 
barely above hurricane strength and 
most of the damage was confined to 
a small area. 


Floods 


Heavy rains from the 
oe remnants of hurricane 
Jerry brought rivers and 
creeks over their banks in Kentucky 
and West Virginia. Children were 
stranded at school, and roads were 
covered with mud and logs. 
Hundreds of evacuated residents 
in Shanghai were able to return to 
their homes after unusually high as- 
tronomical tides brought the worst 
non-flood season inundation to the 
city since 1913. 
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Icy Leak 


Nearly 50,000 gallons of 
gasoline and other fuels 

leaked from storage tanks 
at a depot near the United States 
McMurdo Antarctic Station. The 
National Science Foundation an- 
nounced that the leaks occurred at 
Williams Field, an aircraft landing 
strip five miles from McMurdo. 
Leaked fuel filteredthrough the snow 
to an ice layer about 30 feet below 
the surface. The foundation said that 
workers willclean up the area but no 
method had yet been found to dis- 
pose of the fuel. 


Bat Attacks 


4 Rabid bats are responsible 
for the deaths of at least 

23 people in a gold-pan- 
ning region of southeastern Peru, 
and healh officials fear a rabies epi- 
demic could spread to other parts of 
the country. Another 100 people who 


have been bitten are said to have 
fled the Madre de Dios gold region in 


the jungle for nearby towns, includ- 
ing the popular tourist destination of 
Cusco. It was predicted the disease 
could also make its way to Manu 
National Park, another popular tour- 
ist attraction, because the bats also 
attack cattle, monkeys, birds and 
other fauna.

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Aftershocks °° 


_ Sharp temblors continued 
&4 to rock the San Francisco 
Bay Area. More than 4,000 
aftershocks of the disastrous Oct. 17 
have been detected by the 

U.S. Geological Survey, which also 
ed that there is a 50 percent 
chance of a magnitude 5.0 quake in 
the area during the next two months. 
A brief tremor shook villages in 
the wine-growing Alban Hills south 
of Rome, causing only minor dam- 
age but triggering a mild panic be- 
cause of recent dramatic television 
coverage of the California earth- 
quake. Earth movements were also 
felt in northern China, northeast of 
Tokyo, near Managua and in Java. 


Still Testing 


An underground nuclear 
blast at the Semipalatinsk 
testing range triggered a 
minor earthquake in Soviet 


Kazakhstan on October 19. The force 


~of the blast was officially said to be 


75 kilotons, but some unofficial esti- 
mates put it as high as 150. Olzhas 
Suleimenovy, a leading anti-nuclear 
campaigner, told the Soviet parlia- 
mentthat workers inthe region would 
take “extreme measures” unless 
authorities halt testing at the range. 
During the weekend following the 
blast, thousands of people gathered 
in Alma-Ata, the capital of 
Kazakhstan, to protest underground 
nuclear explosions. 

New Zealand seismologists de- 
tected an underground nuclear blast 
at France's Mururoa Atoll testing site 
in the South Pacific. Government 
Seismological Observatory director 
Warwick Smith said the test sug- 
gested afresh series was under way 
and that “we can expect another 
three in the next couple of months.” 


English Storms 


Two days and nights of 

severe weather in south- 
ME ern Britain left 13 people 
dead in accidents at sea and on the 
highways. Two men died when their 


yachts capsized in gales off a rocky 
stretch of the Cornish coast. The rest 
died when a bus and five cars skid- 
ded and crashed on wet pavement 
during the worst windstorm to strike 


_the country since a hurricane swept 


southern England in October, 1987. 


Tropical Storms 

Typhoon Elsie struck 

China’s Hainan island with 

hurricane-force winds, then 
dissipated as a tropical storm over 
the rough terrain of northern Viet- 
nam. Typhoon Forest buffeted Guam 
with squalls as it passed northeast of 
the island, packing maximum winds 
of 105 miles per hour.

The official Soviet news agency 
Tass reported thatthe belugas, Arctic 
cousins ofthedolphin, had alsobeen 
spotted by two dozen polar bears 
who seemed to be considering them 
as tasty meals. All of the belugas 
managed to escape through the 
narrow path carved for them by the 
icebreaker.
